I "Back in 1835 4 man then 25 years 
of age entered the Kentucky Legiala 
tore who immediately attracted the 
attention ol the whole state by some 
speeches which be delivered and tracts 
which he wrote in favor of the eman- 
cipation of tbe slaves. Tbe same 
man, four years later, In the Whig 
^ national convention at Harrisburg, in 
I 1839, took a leading part in the advo 
I cacy ol the claims of Henry Clay for 
I the nomination (or President lor 1840 
He bagan the pnblicatlon ol an anti 
slavery paper in Kentucky in 1845; 
one year afterward be waa a gallant 
officer in tbe war against Mexico; be 
joinad the free aoil party in 185a, be-. 
came one ot the pioneera in the Re- 
publican party, ionnded In 1854; waa 
on the stamp for Fremont sad Lin- 
coln, and anbacquently held one or 
two poets under the government. 

The man whose career began so far 
back in tbe century which has recent 
ly cloeed Is Cassias M. Clay, who has 
jnst Ggnred In a Gght with a aheriS's 
posse in Kentucky. This partlcnlar 
represcDtatIve of the Clay family, 
now In the ninety-Grat year ol hto agr 
has been a familiar perpersonage to 
several generationa ol Americana. As 
an anti slavery man in a slave state 
be led a stormy life lor many years. 
At an active and aggressive Ggnre on 
the unpopular side In a state whoer 
politics baa always been violent, and 
which waa pecnllarly volcanic daring 
hia early Jays of prominence, he had 
paaa e d throngh more "battles, aieget 
fottnnea," and has had more "diaas- 
trona chaucca, of moving accldenta by 
flood and Geld, ol hair breadth," than 
any other Americao who hot appear 
cd during the lifetime ul almost any 
person now living. 

We are ocenstomed to think that 
tkongh men may come and men may 
go the great parties mn on forever. 
Here to a man, however, who was an 
earnest and Intelligent observer ol 
politics, and about twenty years ol 
age, when the oldest ol the great par- 
ties, the Democracy ol to day, reor- 
ganixed and adopted its present name. 
The Whig party has been dead to 
many years that it to scarcely a mem- 
ory to anybody now alive except an 
inaignIGcant number ol persona. Yet 
Clay waa elected to tbe Kentucky 
Legislature in the year when that 
party was Ionnded, and he was setire 
in its councils daring tbe years when 
it waa a power in tbe state. Tbe Free 
Soil party dtoappeered so long ago 
that Its naase aounda as remote aa do 
tbe deaignatioDB Wbigs and Tories, 
wbicb Ggnred in tbe America of the 
colonial days. He was a member^of 
it at tbe time when it was merged 
with the other anti -slavery elements 
Into tbe Republican party, and waa 
In public life a doxeu years before it 
waa founded. For forty years tbe 
Republican party waa given the law 
to tbe country. This man who was 
one of its ionudera. waa close to hall- 
ceatnry age mark, and bore tbe scars, 
some of them not altogether meta- 
phoric, of a hundred political battles 
before the Rcpubllcao party waa born. 
Generationa have peaaed off the stage, 
Bcorea of cmioent public men have 
been born and have died, burning po 
lltical lasnes have appeared and dis 
appeared, more than one million 
square miles have been added to the 
territory oi the United States and 
more than sixty millions have been 
added to its popniation, and the whole 
lace oi society thronghont the world 
baa changed alnce tbe time when Cas 
sins M. Clay Grat bocame a public 
Ggnre.”

In the excitement incident 
upon the hurricl departure ol the 
army he forgot to settle the board bill 
lor bis mother, and Mr Mitchell lost 
crack of him in the dark days that 
followed. But when Mr. Hatiisoo 
was given the Presldsntial nomination 
the first time, Mr. Mitchell, who by 
the way, was an ardent Dcmr.crat and 
a strong Southern sympathizer, found 
out that the Prcsldcutisl nominee was
